This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which 
are not so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 . 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1 .499, applicant is required, in reply to this action, to 

elect a single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 

Group I, claim(s) 1 -5 and 7, drawn to antisense compounds targeting a nucleic acid 
encoding TRPC4. This group I further restricted as set forth below. 

Group II, claim(s) 6, 8, and 13-15, drawn to a method of decreasing TRPC4 expression 
via antisense. 

Group III, claim(s) 9-12, drawn to a method of identifying a compound that modulates 
pain in an animal via measuring levels of TRPC4. 

The inventions listed as Groups l-lll do not relate to a single general inventive concept 
under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: Philipp et al. [The 
Journal of Biological Chemistry Vol. 275(31), 04 August 2000] destroy any special 
technical feature of the invention by disclosing a nucleic acid construct the expresses an 
antisense of TRCP4. 

Group I is further restricted as follows; 

Claim 1 specifically claims antisense that target specific SEQ ID NOS, which are 
targeted to and modulate the expression of a nucleic acid encoding TRCP4. 

This international searching authority considers that the international application does 
not comply with the requirements of unity of invention (Rules 13.1 , 13.2, and 13.3) for 
the reasons indicated below: 

According to the guidelines in Section (f)(i)(a) of Annex B of the PCT Administrative 
Instructions, the special techincal feature as defined by PCT Rule 13.2 shall be 
considered to be met when all the alternatives of a Markush-group are of similar nature. 
For chemical alternatives, such as the claimed antisense sequences, the Marksuh 
group shall be regarded as being of similar nature when 
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(A) all alterntives have a common property or activity and 

(B) (1) a common structure is present, i.e, a signficant structure is shared by all of the 
alterrnatives or 

(B)(2) in cases where the common structure cannot be the unifying criteria, all 
alternatives belong to an art recognized class of compounds in the art to whcih the 
invention pertains. 

The instant antisense sequences are considered to be each separate inventions for the 
following reasons: 

The targeted antisense sequences do not meet the criteria of (A), common property or 
activity or (B)(2), art recognized class of compounds. Although the antisense target and 
modulate expression of the same gene, each antisense sequence behaves in a different 
way in the context of the claimed invention. Each sequence targets a different and 
specific region of a nucleic acid encoding TRCP4 and each sequence modifies (either 
increases or decreases) the expression of the gene to varying degrees. Each member 
of the class cannot be substituted, one for the other, with the expectation that the same 
intended result would be achieved. 

Further, although the sequence target the same gene, the sequences do not meet the 
criteria of (B)(1), as they do not share, one with another, a common core structure. 
Accordingly, unity of invention between the antisense sequences is lacking and each 
antisense sequence claimed is considered to constitute a special technical feature.
